Annexation Plan Is One 
Step Nearer; Final De- 
tails Expected To Be 
CompletedWithinMonth. 


With the sanction of the Cobb 
county March term grand jury Wed- 
negsday of the relinquishment of the 
Roswell militia district of that county 
for annexation to Fulton, the first 
step toward completion of a plan to 
connect Fulton and a large section of 
the newly-acquired Milton county ter- 
ritory was inaugurated. 

From assertions made by members 
of the various bodies before which the 
matter must pass before it can be 
placed into effect, the ultimate con- 
summation of the merger should be 
made by the middle of April. With 
the Cobb county grand jury's stamp 
of approval there now remain but 
three steps to be taken before the mer- 
ger can be carried out. . The remain- 
ing steps are sanction of the Cobb 
county commission, the Fulton grand 
jury, and the Fulton county commis- 
sion. 

Interviews with members of both 
road commissions reveal that no ob- 
stacles stand in the way and that if 
the Fulton grand jury approves, the 
annexation of the Roswell district, 


containing the city of Roswell, will | 


take place. 

According to C. P. Vaughn. mayor 
of Roswell, and the principal signer 
of the petition asking for the annex- 
ation which has been filed in both 
Fulton and Cobb counties. he was 
notified at 11 o'clock Wednesday 
morning that the Cobb grand jury had 
passed on the matter favorably and 
that the annexation would be made 
a part of the jury’s formal present- 
ments to be presented to Judge J. H. 
Hawkins at the end of the present 
term of court. 

It was learned that the present- 
ments probably would be returned on 
Tuesday of next week. 

That the Cobb road commission will 
pass on the annexation favorably 
seems assured, according to J. M. 
Stone, who forms the one-man com- 
mission of Cobb county. He said 
Wednesday night that an advisory 
commission composed of H. P. Car- 
penter, clerk of the superior court, 
and J. M. Gann, county ordinary, acts 
“vith him in all important matters. 
The body will not be able to meet for 
two more weeks, he said. because Mr, 
Carpenter will be detained by his 
court duties, 

The Fulton grand jury for the 
March term is in regular session and, 
it has been stated, will act on the 
annexation just as soon as it can be 
presented. It has been indicated that 
a recommendation may be contained 
in a special presentment in order to 
speed up matters. . 

The Fulton county board of com- 
missioners is to meet for its monthly 
meeting on the first Wednesday in 
April and it is predicted that the an- 
nexation will come before it for ratifi- 
cation at that time if the intermediate 
steps are taken on schedule and the 
Fulton grand jury passes on it favor- 
ably. Three of the commissioners, 
constituting a deciding vote, said Wed- 
nesday night they were in favor of the 
annexation. The other two could not 
be reached for a statement.

It’s 
impossible for me to be charmed by 
the English they speak on the shores 
of Lake Michigan. But as to the 
south, I may not always understand 
them right away down there, but I 
have an ear for music and I bend mine

“Kidnaping is the worst of all 
crimes. It is becoming too common. 
An example must be made to discour- 
age such things,” Judge ‘n B. Grif- 
fith, in court at Warren, Ohio, said 
in sentencing Hargraves to life im- 
prisonment. 

Hargraves, whose attorneys 
pointed out that his victim was un- 
harmed and eventually restored to his 
parents, and who had waived a jury 
trial, smiled when the verdict was 
handed down, and declined to reveal 
the names of “higher-ups”’ suspected 
of having instigated the crime. 

Judge Charles C. Nott Jr.. New 
York, fixed Samuel Leffer’s penalty 
at 50 years’ imprisonment in Sing 
Sing, for participating in the “snatch- 
ing’ of Sidney Mann, from whom he 
and two other men extorted $69 after 
holding him prisoner’ several days. 
Leon Golden and Max Lipsky, Lef- 
fer’s @o-conspirators, already had been 
sentenced to life imprisonment and 20 
years, respectively, 

Judge Charles S. Hurnell, in Los 
Angeles, recommended that Sheldon, 
Frank and Orsatti serve the maximum 
of their 10-years-to-life sentence. They 
were convicted of kidnaping “Zeke” 
Caress and his wife and holding them 
for ransom. Caress was an official at 
the Agua Caliente race track. 

Another kidnaping was reported at 
Huntington Beach, Cal., when a young 
man wrested Orpha De Busk, 18-year- 
old beauty, from her escort and held 
her prisoner several hours, 

Miss De Busk was driving with 
Clarence Double, 21, when the kid- 
naper’stopped the car robbed Double 
and forced the girl to accompany him 
in a stolen automobile. She was freed, 
unharmed, in the Baldwin hills, north 
of Los Angeles, and told to “go on 
home.” The kidnaper, she said, gave 
her $4 for car fare.

SEARCH IS WIDENED 
FOR LINDBERGH BABY 
BY HOBERT J. CAVAGNARO. 

HOPEWELL, N. J.,- March 16.— 
(P)—From the shores of France, 
where a ship was searched, to a snow- 
bound village in’ the Adirondacks, 
where a suitease of baby’s clothing 
was found. the weary hunt for the 
kidnaped Lindbergh heir was being 
presser tonight, but it still was a fu- 
tile one. 

The fifteenth day since the abduc- 
tion drew to an end with police track- 
ing down vaguer clues than ever be- 
fore —- strange anonymous ietters, 
stories of old kidnapings and wild 
rumors that wo4ld not remain silent. 

But still no sign came from authori- 
ties of from the hilltop home of the 
famous flier that would indicate hope 
had been abandoned. 

The most tangible lead was based 
on the story of Mr. and Mrs. Leandro 
Lightfoot, of Franklin Park, N. J., 
who told how their two German ser- 
vants, a butler and a maid, took a 
long ride the night of the kidnaping 
and gave up their jobs the next day. 


Story Investigated. 


“Our investigators are checking the ' 


story,” state police officials said. “But 
they have not reported results as yet 
to this office. There is a great deal of 
investigating to be done and we do 
not anticipate any report for a day 
or so.” 

The Jightfoots said they reported 
their suspicions to police the day aft- 
er the kidnaping. 

They said the butler and maid ask- 
ed for the use of the family car, a 
green sedan, about 7:30 p. m. on 
March 1, the night of the kidnaping, 
and came back about 9:30 p. m. after 
having driven 60 miles, which is ap- 
proximately the distance to the Lind- 
bergh home and back. 

Before the couple left, the Light- 
foots said, they borrowed a flashlight. 

The next day the Lightfoots went 
to New Yerk. When they returned, 
they said, the butler asked if he could 
see the New York newspapers, a re- 
quest he had never made before. 

Half an hour later, Mrs. Lightfoot 
said, he told her he had received word 
his mother was dying in Germany and 
that he and his wife would have to 
leave at once, 

Chisel, Crating Missing. 

After they had left it was discov- 
ered that a chisel and some crating 
had disappeared from the estate. Lat- 
er police reported a chisel had been 


found under the window of the Lind- 


berch baby’s nursery. 
The Lightfoots a'so said they dis- 


covered an army blanket in the ga- 


rece rolled in a tundle and covered 
with mud. 

The following Monday Mrs. Light- 
foot received a telephone call from a 
man who said he was the butler, but 
whose accent, she explained, did not 
sound like the butler’s. The man said 
he had received later word about his 
mother and asked if he could have his 
job back. He was informed the place 
had been filled. 

The Lightfoots aleo recalled that 
while working for them the butler had 
built an extension ladder. The miss- 
ing wood was North Carolina white 
ree the same material of which the 
cidnapers’ ladder was built. 

The strange name, “Pete the Bar- 
her.”’ cropped up again when state 
police received an anonymous message 
that a man known by that appelation 
was on his way to Albany, N. Y., with 
the Lindbergh boy. The information 
was forwarded to New York state 
police, who reported back the man had 
not entered Albany and that no one 
by that name was known there. 

Early in the hunt, police surround- 
ed a house in Albany on a tip the 
baby was held there by “Pete the 
Barber.” 

A New York police officer found 
the following note in the vestibule of 
an uptown house: 

“Sorry, Mr. Lindbergh, your chill 
is out of the city.

Returns to Wars 


URGED BY GEORGE 


69-Year-Old Party Leader 
Renews Attack on Mac- 
Donald Government. 


BY FRANK H. KING. 

LONDON, March 16.—(”)—David 
Lloyd George re-entered the political 
arena today with a challenge to pro- 
gressive men of all parties to rally 
round him and save Great Britain 
from what he declared would be four 
years of reactionary rule by the 
“sham” national government. 

The 69-year-old liberal deader, who 
has been recuperating from an opera- 
tion, signalled his return to activity 
hy a slashing attack against the Mac- 
I)onald government in a speech before 
the Junior Liberal Club. 

“The national government 
sham—a naked sham—or, if not a 
naked sham, it wears but the meanest 
of loincloths,” he declared. 

The crowd jamming the Junior Lib- 
eral Club cheered lustily and there 
were cries of “Lead us! Lead us!” 

Mr. Lloyd George taunted and flayed 
his party colleagues—Sir Herbert 
Samuel, Sir John Simon, Walter Run- 
ciman and Sir Donald Maclean, all 
cabinet members, on the score that 
they had betrayed the principles of 
free trade, electoral reform and na- 
tional reconstruction up . which the 
liberal party platform was based when 
he was stricken with illncss last sum- 
mer. 

He made it clear that he intends to 
exert the utmost pressure on the Mac- 
Donald government instead of allow- 
ing it to have a free legislative hand 
such as it has enjoyed. 

Epigrams and telling phrases came 
from his lips today as of old. Sir John 
Simon, he said, still was on the fence 
as he always had been, and the “fee- 
bleness and poltroonery of the last 
weeks on the vital question of the far 
east has done more than anything else 
to damage the prestige of the League 
of Nations.” He blamed Sir John be- 
cause he is the foreign secretary. 

Concerning Prime Minister Ramsay 
MacDonald, Mr. Lloyd Meorge said 
that “no man can do néthing better 
and do it with a flourish.” 

And this was his comment on Stan- 
ley Baldwin, conservative leader and 
lord president of the council: 

“Mr. Baldwin, whom I admire, is 
not a man of voleanic enerrr The 
only thing he has in common with a 
voleano is that they both smoke in- 
cessantly.”’ 


ROOSEVELT BACKERS 
OPEN BAY STATE DRIVE 


BOSTON, March 16.—C)—Bos- 
ton’s militant mayor, James M. Cur- 
ley, started a’ drive tonight for a 
Roosevelt delegation from Massachu- 
setts “notwithstanding the formidable 
array of political generals upon the 
ticket pledged to Alfred E. Smith.” 

In launching a campaign for the 
Massachusetts democratic delegation 
to be chosen in the April 26 primary, 
Mayor Curley, in an a”’ress, criti- 
cized Governor Joseph s. Ely and 
supporters of Smith. 

Backed by the formal consent of 
Smith himself, his supporters have 
completed a full slate of candidates 
for delegates and alternates. Heading 
the list of delegates-at-large are the 
two United States senators, David I. 
Walsh and Marcus A. Coolidge, and 
the governor, Joseph B. Ely. 

Curley, in his talk tonight, criti- 
cized Governor Ely and the supporters 
of Smith and added: 

“It is admitted by even the dearest 
friends of Alfred E. Smith that the 
nominee of a deadlock convention 
means four years more of feeble and 
futile leadership in Washington and 
continued unemployment and depres- 
sion. 

“Were I actuated by the motives 
that invariably actuate so-called poli- 
ticians, I would have unquestionably 
attempted what to the average indi- 
vidual actuated solely by political ex- 
pediency would appear to be _ both 
wise and logical, namely to _ join 
forces with the wreckers of the demo- 
cratic party in the movement to dead- 
lock the convention and prevent the 
nomination of Roosevelt.” 

Curley outlided the makeup of the 
Roosevelt-pledged ticket of delegates- 
at-large harded by his own name, fol- 
lowed by that of James A. Roosevelt, 
the governor's son, and asked for sup- 
port for the slate. 

Althcugh the Roosevelt leaders 
claim they have received the gover- 
nor'’s consent to the use of his name, 
as required by the state law, it has 
not been filed or made public yet. 
The candidates have until 5 p. m. 
March 22 to file their petitions for 
the primary next month. Thus far 
neither the ith nor Roosevelt tick- 
ets has been formally entered. 


G. 0. P. IN MINNESOTA 
WILL SUPPORT HOOVER 

ST. PAUL, Minn., March 186.—() 
Sentiment for Minnesota support for 
President Hoover was expressed today 
at a number of republican county con- 
ventions throughout the state. 

Eleven of-the first 13 counties re- 
porting either indorsed the Hoover ad- 
ministration or instructed their dele- 
gates to the state convention next 
month to’ support the  president’s 
cause, 


KENTUCKY SENATORS 


INACTIVE ON TAX BILL 


FRANKFORT, Ky., March 16.— 
(P)\—The eve of adjournment of the 
Kentucky legislature tonight found 
the state without a budget-balancing 
program as the senate remained inac- 
tive on the proposed 1 per cent sales 
tax. 

The measure is in the hands of the 
senate rules committee, and, although 
its supporters claim enough votes to 
nass the bill, they admit they do not 
have the majority necessary to take 
it from the committee for considera- 
tion on the floor. 

The sales tax bill was passed by 
the house, but met with a storm of 
opposition from merchants throughout 
the state. The senate rules committee 
has since held the bill.

IREIGHSBANK REPORT 


SHOWS GERMAN CRISIS 


BY LOUIS P. LOCHNER. 

BERLIN, March 16.—(#)—The an- 
nual report of the Reichsbank for 
1931, issued today, reflects in figures 
the seriousness of last year’s economic 
crisis as well as the efforts of Ger- 
many’s leading bank to maintain the 
stability of the reischsmark.

At 
the same time it lost 1,508,000,000 
marks in its efforts to regulate the 
stability of the mark.

28 Cows Ride to Town 
On De Luxe Dixie Flyer 


When the Dixie Flyer thundered 
into the Union station at 6:55 
p. m. Wednesday it brought to At- 
Janta what is believed to be the 
first express shipment of cattle on 
record—28 Guernsey cows consigned 
to the Irvindale dairy, of which 
Richard H. Hull is owner. 

The cows, which were in a spe 
cial express car, were brought here 
hurriedly from Wisconsin to meet 
a heavy demand for milk made by 
patrons of the dairy, which was 
short of milk-producing cows. 

Mr. Hull explained that the ship- 
ment, valued at $4,000, was brought 
to Atlanta four days ‘faster by ex- 
press than it could have _ been 
moved by freight.

The bill of complaint filed by Walsh 
alleged the concern was indebted to 
its subsidiaries in an amount in ex- 
cess Of $4,500,000, all payable on de- 
mand. 

In addition, the bill said, indebted- 
ness to banks amounting to $850,000 
became due and payable today and it 
was unable to renew the loans.
